"His W-llian Rimſcy was born in Huntington- 

fire, a Count, famous for the richeſt Rene- 
d:ctines Abbey in England ; yet here he would not 
ſtay, but went to Crowland, where ke proſpered fo 
well, that he became Abbot thereof. Bale faith 
he was a Natural Poet, and therefore no wonder 
if fault be found in the Feet of his Verſes; but by 
his leave, he was allo a good Scholar, and Arith- 
metician cnough to make his Verſe run 10 right 
Numbers. 

This Wltam wrote the Lives of St. Guthlake, 
St. Neots, St. Eamzond the king, and divers others, 
all in Verie, which no doubt were very accepta- 
ble and praiſe-worthy in thoſe times; bur. the 
greateſt wonder of him, and which may ſeem a 
wonder indecd, wee that being a Poct,he paid the 
vaſt Debts of otners, even forty thoutand Marks 
for tlic engagement Of his Covent, and all within 
the compals of eighteen Months, wherein he was 
Abbat of Crenlavd. This was a vaſt Sum in that 
Aze, and would render it altogether ncredible 
{or a Poet to do, but that we find he had therein 
the aſliſtance of King He wy the Second ; who, to 
expiate the Blood of B-czer, was contenied to be 
melted into Coyn, and was prodigioully bountiful 
to many Churches as well as to this. He died about 
the year 1150, | 
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ALEXANDER NEQUAM. 


Lexander Nequam, the learnedeſt Engliſhman 
of his Age, was born at St. Albans in Hart- 
fordſhire : His Name in Engliſh ſignifies Bad, which 
cauled many, who thought themſelves wondrous 
witty in making Jeſts, (which indeed made them- 
ſelves) to paſs ſeveral Jokes on his Sirname, where- 
of take this one inſtance: Nequam had a mind to 
become a Monk in St. Albans, the Town of his 
Nativity, and thus Laconically wrote for leave to 
the Abbot thereof ; 


Si vis, veniam, fin autem, tu autem, 
To whom the Abbot returned, 
S:bonws ſis, venias, ſi nequam, nequaquam. 


Whereupon for the future, to avoid the occaſion 
of ſuch Jokes, he altered his Name from Nequam, 
to Neckam, ® 

His admirable knowledge in good Arts, made 
him famous throughout England, Frazce, Iraly, 
yea and the whole World, and that with i INCFe- 
dible admiration, that he was called /4:raculum 
11g, the Wonder and Miracle of Wir and Sa- 
plence. He was an exact Philoſopher,and excel- 
lent Divine, an accurate Rhetorician, and an ad- 


mirable Poet, as did appear by many his Writings 
which he left to poſterity, ſome of which are men- 


tioned by Bale.

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That he was born at St. Alb.ns,appears by acer- 
tain paſſige in one of his Latine Poems , cited by 
Mr. Cambden, and thus Engliſhed by his Tranlla- 
tour, DoCtor Holland.

floruit, magnamque illic ex aſſidua in Literis exercita- 
rione ploriam fibs comparauit. Domum rever ſus Fo- 
rum Londinenſe, & Colegia Leguleiorum, qui i61- 
dem Patria Jura interpretantur frequentavit, QC. 
About the latter end of King Richard the Second's 
Days , he flouriſhed in France , and got himſelf 
to high eſteem there by his diligent exerciſe in 
Learning: After his return home, he frequented 
the Court at London, and the Colledges of the 
Lawyers, which there interpreted the Laws of the 
Land. Amongſt whom was Joh» Gower, his great 
familiar Friend, whoſe Life we wrote before. This 
Gower, in his Book entituled Confeſſio Amantss, 
termeth Chaxcer a worthy Poet, and maketh him 
3S it were the Judge of his Works. 

This our Chaucer had always an earneſt defire 
to enrich and beautifie our Engliſh Tongue, which

Mr. Aſcham, in 
one place ca!leth him Engl:ſh Homer, and makes 
no doubt to ſay, that ke valueth his Authority of 
as high eſtimation as he did either Sophoctes or Eu- 
ripedes in Greek, And in another place , where he 
declareth tis Opinion ot Engliſh Verſifying, he 
nſerh theſe Words; Chaucer and Petrark rho/e 
» two worthy Wits, deſerve just praiſe. .And laſt of 
all, in his Diſcourſe of Germany, he putteth him 
nothing behird either Thucyd:des or Homer, for 
his lively Detcriprions of Site of Places, and Na- 
ture of Perſons, buth in outward Shape of Body, 
and inward Diſpoſition of Mind ; adding this 
withal, That not the proudeſt that hath written 
in any Tongue whatſoever, for his time hath out- 
ſtript him. : 

Mr. Spenſer in his firſt Eglogue of his Shepherds 
K alexdar, calleth him Fityrws, the God of Shep- 
| herds, comparing him to the worthineſs of the 
| Roman Tuyrus, Virgil. In his Fairy Queen, in his 
Diſcourſe of Friendſhip, as thinking nimſelf moſt 
worthy to be Chaucer*s friend, for his like natural 
diſpoſition that Chaucer had; he writes, "That

Afterwards, in the year 1561. in the 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth , Corretted and En- 
creaſed by Fohn Stow; And a fourth time, with 
many Amendments, and an Explanation of the 
old and obſcure Words, by Mr. Thomas Speight # 
in Anno 1597: Yet is he ſaid to have written 
many conliderable Poems, which are not in 

his publiſh'd Works, betides the Squires Tale, 
which is ſaid to be compleat in Arandel-houſe

Obn Lydgate was born in a Village of the ſame 

name, not far off St. Edmonadſbury, a Village 
(faith Cambden) though ſmall, yet in this reſpect 
not to be paſled over in ſilence, becauſe ir brought 
into the World John Lydzate the Monk , whoſe 
Wit may ſeem to have been framed and faſhioned 
by the very Muſes themſelves : ſe brightly reſhine 
in his Engliſh Verſes, all the pleaſaut graces and 
elegancy of Speech, according to that Age. After 
ſome time ſpent in our-Engliſþ Univerſities, he tra- 


velled through France and {aly, improving his 


time to his great accompliſhment, in learning the 
Languagesand Arts ; Erat autem non ſolum elegans 
Poeta, & Rhetor dijertis, werum etiam Mathemati- 
cus expertus , Philoſophus acutus, & Theologus non 
contemnendus: he was not only an elegant Poet, 
and an eloquent Rhetorician, but alſo an expert 
Mathematician, an acute Philoſopher , and no 
mean Divine, faith Pzrjeus. After his return, 
he became Tutor to many Noblemens Sons, and 


| both in Proſe and Poetry was the beſt Author 


of his Age, for if Chaucer's Coin were of greater 
Weight for deeper Learning, Lydgare's was of a 
more refined Stantard for purer Language ; fo 
that one might miſtake him for a modern Wri- 
ter. But becauſe none can fo well deſcribe him 
as himſelf, take an Eſſay of his Verſes, out of his 
Life and Death of HeCtor, pag. 316 and 317.

> Seach Fabian was born and bred in London, as 
witneſſeth Bale and Pits; becoming one of 
the Rulers thereof, being choſen Sheriff Anno 
1493. He ſpent his "time which he had ſpare from 
publick Employmeats, for the benefit of poſterity; 
writing two large Chronicles: the one from Brate 
to the Death of King Henry the Second ; the 0- 
ther, from the Firlt of King Richard, to the 
Death of Hermry the Seventh. He was (faith my 
Author) of a merry diſpoſition, and uſed to en- 
tertain his Guelts as well with good Diſcourſe as 
good Victuals: He bent his Mind much to the 
Study of Poetry ; which according to thoſe times, 

aſled: for currant. Take a touch of his Abilities 
in the Prologue to the ſecond Volume of his Chro- 
nicle of England and France, 


Now would I fayne, 
[n words playne, 
Some Hovour lavne, 
And bring to mynde ; 
Of that auncient Cytve, 
That fo goodly is to ſe, . 
And full true ever bath be, 
And alſo full kynde, 
ToPrinceand Kynge 
That hath borne juſt rulynge; 
Syn the firſt winnynge 
Ot this Hand by Brute. 
So that in great honour 
By paſlynge of many a ſhowre;

= was 
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was Learned, we need po no further than to E- 
raſmus tor a Teſtimony; who, in his Letter to 
King Herry the Eighth, ftileth him, Britanicarum 
Literarum Lumen © Deews. Indeed he had Scholar- 
ſhip enough . and Wit too much: Ej#us Sermo 
(ſaith Pitz.) ſalſus in mordacem, riſtts in opprobrinm,

find he hath a miſerable, looſe, rambling Style, 
and galloping meaſure of Verie: yet were good 
Poets ſo i{carce in his Ape, that he had the good 
fortune to be choſen Poet Laureat, as he ſtiles 
himſelf in his Works, The King's Orator, and Poct 
Laureat. 

His chief Works, as many as can be colleCted, 
and that out of an old Printed Book, are theſe ; 
Philip Sparrow, Speak, Parrot, The Death of King 
Edward the Fourth, A Treatiſe of the Scots, Ware 
the Hawk, The Tunning of Elianer Rumpkin : In 
many of which, following the humor of the anci- 
enteſt of our Modern: Poets, he takes a Poetical 
Liberty of being Satyrical upon the Clergy, as 
brought him under the Laſh of Cardinal Wooley, 
who ſo perſecuted him, that he was forced totake 
SanEtuary at Weſtminſter, where Abbot 1/1:p uſed 
him with much reſpe&t. In this Reſtraint he died, 
Fune 21, 1529. and Was buried in St. 472 garet's 
Chappel, with this Epitaph ;

O this John Scelton, we ſhall next preſent 
you with the Life of his Contemporary and 
great Antagoniſt William Lillie, born at Odtham, 
a great Market-Town in Hantſhire ; who to bete * 
his knowledge, in his youth travelled to the City 
of Jeruſalem, where having ſatisfied: his curioſity 
in beholding thoſe ſacred places whereon our Sa- 
viour trode when he was upon the Earth ; he re- 
turned homewards, making ſome ſtay at Rhodes, 
to ſtudy Greek. Hence he went to Rome, where 
he heard Form Sulpirirg and Pomponius Sabinus , 
great Maſters of Latine in thoſe days. At his re- . 
turn home, DoGtor John Coll:t had new builded 
a fair School at the Eaſt-end of St. Paul's, for 
153 poor mens Children, -to be taught free in the 
{ame School ; for waich he appointed a Maſter, 
an Uſher, and 2 Chaplain, with large Stipends 
for ever ; committing the overſight thereof to 
the Maſters, Wardens and Aſliſtants of the Mer- 
eers in London, becauie he was Son to Henry Collet 
Mercer, ſometime Major ; leaving for the Mainte- 
nance thereof, Lands to the yearly value of 120 /. 
or better ; making this Wilam Lilly firſt Maſter 
thereof ; which Place he commendably diſcharg'd 
for 15 years. During which time he made his 
Latine Grammar, the Oracle of Free Schools of 
England, and other Grammatical Works. He 1s 
{aid alſo by Bale, to have written Epigrams, and 
other Pgetry of various Subjects in various Larine 
Verſe, though ſcarce any ot them (unleſs it be his 
Grammar) 
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Grammar) now extant, only Mr. Stow makes men- 
tion of an Epitaph made by him, and graven on 

a fair Tomb , in the midſt of the Chancel of

[- IR 7bomas More, a great Credit and Orna- 


ment in his Time, of the Ezgl:ſh Nation, and 
with whom the Learned'ſt Foreigners of that Age, 


were proud to have correſpondence, for his wit 


and extellent parts, was born in Milk-ſtreet, Lon- 
don, 4n:0 Ds. 1480. Son to Sir Fohn Mbre , 
Knight, and cre of the Juſtices of the X;ngs Bench. 

He was bred arlt in the Family of Archbiſhop 
Morto;, then in Caviterbury-Colledge in Oxford ; 


afterwarils removed to an Inn of Chancery 1n £on- 
don, calicd New-I, and from thence to Lincolns- 
Inn; wiocere he became a double Reader. Next, 
his Worth preferred him to be Judge in the She- 


riff 
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Pleader in others ; and ſo upright was he therein, 
that he never undertook any Cauſe but what ap- 
peared juſt to his Conſcience, nor never took 
Fce of Widow, Orphan, or poor Perſon. 

King Henry the Eighth coming to the Crown, 
firſt Knighted him, then made him Chancellor of 
| the Duchy of Lanc iſter,and not long after L.Chan- 
 cellor of England; in which place he demeaned 
: himſelf with great integrity, and with no lefs ex- 
pedition ; ſo that ir is faid, at one time he had 
cleared all Suits depending on that Court : where- 
upon, one thus verſified on him , 


When Aore ſome years had Chancellor been, 
No more Suits did remain; 

The ſame ſhall never more be ſcen, 
Till ore be there again. 


He was of ſuch excellency of Wit and Wiſdom, 
that he was able to make his Fortune good in what- 
ſoever he undertook : and to this purpoſe it is re- 


ported of him, that when he was ſent Ambaſſador 


by his Mafter Henry the Eighth into Germany, be- 
fare he deliver'd his Embaſſage to the Emperor, 
he bid one of his Servants to fill him a Beer-glais 
of Wine, which he drunk off twice ; commanding 
his Servant to bring him a third ; he knowing 
Sir Thomas More's Temperance, that he was not 
uſed to drink, at firit refuted to fill him another ; 
telling Sir Thomas of the weight of his Employ- 
ment : but he commanding it, and his Servant not 
daring todeny him, he drank off the third, and 
then made his immediate addreſs to the Emperor, 
and ſpake his Oration in Latine, tothe ESE IE, 
= m 0 
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of all the Auditors. Afterwards Sir Thomas mer- 
rilyasking his Man what he thought of his Speech? Þ 
he ſaid, that he deſerved to govern three parts of 
the World, and he believed if he had drunk the F 
other Glaſs, the Elegancy of his Language might þ 
haye purchaſed the other part of the World. 

Being once at Bruges 'in Flanders, an arrogant 
Fellow had fer up a Theſis, that he would anſwer 
any Queſtion could be propounged unto him in 
what Art ſoever. Of whom, when Sir Thomas 
More heard, he laughed, and made this Queſtion 
to be put up for him.to anſwer ; Whether Averia 
capta in Wiuhernamia ſunt irreplegibilia? Adding, 
That there was an Engliſhman that would diſpute 
thereot with him. This bragging Thraſo, notſo 
much as underſtanding the Terms of our Common 
Law, knew not what to anſwer to it, and ſo be- 
came ridiculous to the whole City for his preſum- 
ptuous bragging. | 

Many were the Books which he wrote ; among([[ 
whom his V:op:a beareth the Bell ; which though 
not written in Verſe, yet in regard of the great 
Fancy and Invention thereof, may well paſs for a 
Poem, 1t being the /dea of a compleat Common- 
wealth in an [maginary Ifland (but pretended to 
be lately diſcovered in America) and that ſo live- 
ly counterfeited , that many at the reading there- 
of, miſtook it for a real Truth: infomuch that 
many 2reat Learned merl, as Budeas, and' Johannes 
Paludinus, upon afervent zeal, wiſhed that ſome 
excellent Divines might be ſent thither to preach 
Chriſt's Goſpel : yea, there were here amongſt ns 
at home, ſundry good Men, and learned Divines, | 
very deſirous to undertake the Voyage, to bring 
the People to the Faith of Chriſt, whoſe Manners 
they did ſo well like.

Homas Storer was a great writer of Son- 
'nets, Midrigals, and Paſtoral Airs, in the 
beginning of Q. El:zaberh's Reign, and no doubt 
was hizhly eſteemed in thoſe days, of which 
we have an account of ſome of them in an old 
Bouk , called England's Hellicon.

was b, Birth a Gentleman, and fent to ſtudy tn the 
Univerſity of C:mvridge; where he proceeded 
Maſter of Art therein, He had in his time fip- 
ped of the Fountain of Hcicon, but drank deeper 
Draughts of Sack, that Helconian Liquor, where- 
by he beggar'd his Purſe to enrich his Fancy ; 


writing much againſt Viciouſneſs, but too too vi- 
cious in his Life. He had to his Wite a 


Virtuois Gentlewoman , whom yet he forſook , 


and betook himſelf to a high courſe of Living z

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to maintain which, he made his Pen mercenary, 
making his Name very famous for ſeveral Books 
which he wrote, very much taking in his time, and 
in indifferent repute amongſt the vulgar at this 
preſent; of which, thoſe that I have ſeen, are as 
followeth) Euphues his Cenjure to Philaucus ; Tub 
lies Love, Philomela, The Lady Fitz-waters Night- 
ingale, A Ouip for an upſtart Courtier, the Hiſto- 
7yof Doraſtus and Fawnia, Green's never tos late, 


firſt and ſecond Part ; Green's Arcad:'a, Green 


his Farewell to Folly, Greene's Groats-worth of Wit, 
©c. He was alſo an Aſlociate with Dr. Lodge in 


writing of ſeveral Comedies ; namely, The Laws 


of Nature ; Lady Alimony, Liberality and Prods- 
gality; and a Maſque called Luminalia; beſides 
which, he wrote alone the Comedies of Fryer ba- 
con, and fair Emme. | 


- But notwithſtanding by theſe his Writings he | 


got much Money, yet was It not ſufficient to 


maintain his Prodigality, but that before his death . 


he fell into extream Poverty, when his Friends, 
(like Leaves to Trees inthe Summer of Proſperity) 
fell from him in his Winter of Adverlity : of which 
he was very ſenſible, and heartily repented of his 
ill paſſed Life, eſpecially of the wrongs he had 
done to his Wife ; which he declared in a Letter 


written to her, and found with his Book of 4 


Groatſworth of Wit, after his Death , containing 
theſe Words ; 


HE Remembrance of many Wrongs offered 
Thee and thy unreproved Vertucs, add greater 
ſorrow to my miſerable State than I can utter, or thou 
concerve;neither is it leſſened by conſideration of thy Ab- 
ſence(though Shame would let me hardly behold thyFace ) 
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but exceedingly aggravated, for that I cannot (as I 
ought) to thy own ſelf reconcile my ſelf , that thou 
mughte$t witneſs my inward Wo at this inftant, that 
bave made thee a woful Wife for ſo long a time. But 
equal Heave;: hath denied that comfort, giving at my 
La$t need, like Succour as T have ſought all my Life : 
Being in this extremity, as void of help, as thou hast 
been of hope, Reaſon would that after ſo long waite, I 
ſhould not ſend thee a Child to bring the Charge, but 
conſider he us the fruit of thy Womb, in whoſe Face 
regard not the Father's ſo much as thy own Perfettons :

for my Gluttony 1 ſuffer Hunger ;, for my Drunkenneſs 
Thirt ; for my Adultery, ulcerous Sores : Thut God 
hath ca## me down that I mighr be humbled, and puniſht 
ane for example of others, and though be ſuffers me in

[r Ph:l:p Sidney, the glory of the Engliſh Na- 

tion In his time, and pattern of true Nobi- 
lity, in whom the Graces ard Muſes had their 
domeſtical habitations, equally addicted both to 
Arts and Arms, though more fortunate in the one 
than in the other. Son to Sir Hcary Sidney, thrice 
Lord Deputy of Ireland, and Siſters Son to Ro- 
berrt Earl of Leiceſter ;, Bred in Chr:it's Church in 
Oxford, (Cambridge being, nevertheleſs fo happy 
to have a Colledge of his name) where he ſo pro- 
fited in the Arts and Liberal Sciences, that after 
an incredible proficiency in all the Species of 
Learning, he left the Academical Life, for that 
of the Court, invited thither by his Uncle, the 
Earl of Leiceſter, that great Favourite of Queen 
Elizabeth. Here he ſo profited, that he became 


| the glorious Star of his Family, a lively Pattern 


of 
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ſort. Theſe his Parts ſo indeared him to Queen 
Elizabeth, that ſhe ſent him upon an Embaſly to 
the Emperor of Germany at Vienna, which he dif- 
charged to his own Honour, and her Approba- 
tion. Yea, his Fame was ſo renowned through- 
out all Chriſtendom, that (as it is commonly re- 
ported) he was in election for the Kingdom of 
Poland, though the Author of his Life, printed be- 
fore his Arcadia, doth doubt of the tcuth of it, 
however it was not above his deſerts. 

During his abode at the Court, at his ſpare 
hours he compoſed that incomparable Romance, 
entituled, 7 he. Arcadia, which he dedicated to his 
Siſter the Counteſs of Pembroke. A Book (faith 
Dr. Heylin) which, beſides its excellent Language, 
rare Cootrixanes and deletable Stories, Þath 
in it all the ſtrains of Poeſlie, comprehendeth the 
whole art of ſpeaking, and to them who can 
diſcern and will obſerve, affordeth notable Rules 
of Demeanour , both private and publick; and 
though ſome mea, ſharp-witted oily in ſpeaking 
evil , have depraved the Book, as the occalion 
that many precious hours are ſpent no better, they 
conſider not that the ready way to make the minds 
of Youth grow awry, is to lace them too hard, 
by denying them juſt and due liberty. Surely 


| (faith one) the Soul deprived of lawfuldelights,

Spirits; afterwards travell'd into France,where ha- 
Ving been ſome time,he returned again,and was en- 
tertained into the reſpects of Sir Rob.Carre,one who 
was newly initiated a Favourite to King F.mes ; 
where,by his wiſe carriage,he purchaſed to himſelt 
not only the good aileftion and reſpect of Sir Ko- 
bert,but alſo of divers other eminent perſon 

During his abode with Sir Robere Carre, he com- 
poſed that excellent Poem of his, eptituled, AW: ifs 5 
which, for the excellency thereof, the Anrhor of the 
Epiſtle to the Reader,prehxed betore his Book,thus 
writes, Had juch a Pom veen extant among the aent 
Romans,4/tho' they wanted our eafic cor fer vation of Wit 
by Printing, they woulda have co ymmitted it co Brafs, leſt 
injurious time might deprive it of due eternity. Nor was 
his Poem of AWife not only done to the 1! tte, DUT 
alto thoſe CharaQters which he wrote, to this day 
not out-witted by any 

But to return from the Work to the Workman ; 
Mr. Overvary is by the King knighred, and Sir Row, 
Carre made a Viſcount, and ſuch a reciprocal L Ov 
paſg*d betwixt TOs that it was queſtionable, whe- 
- 3 ther 
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ther the Viſcount were more in favour with King 
Fames, or Sir Thomas Ovecrbury in the tavour of the 
Viſcount ? But whit eſtate on earth 1s ſo firm, that 
1s not changeable, or what friendſhip is ſo conltant, 
that is not dillolyable 2 Who would imagine this 
Viicount ſhould be inſtramental to his death, who 
had done him {fo faithial fervice, and to whom he 
hag embolom'd his molt tecret thoughts ? Yer ſo it 
was, for Sir /yomas, oat of an unteigned atieflion 
which he bare to the Viicount, dilxwaded him from 
a motion of a Marriage which was propounded be- 
twixt him and the Lady Francis Howard, who was 
lattly divorced from the Earl of Effex, as a Match 
neither for his credit here, nor comfort hereafter. 
This Counſel, though it proceeded froman unfeign- 

ed love in Sir Thomas ,yeC wherc Beauty commands, 
all diſcretion being ſequeſtred, created in the Viſ- 


. count a hatred towards him ; and in the Counteſs 


The fury of a woman, a deſire of revenge, who per- 
ſwaded the Viſcount, 1 hat it was not poſſible that ever 
ſhe lheuld cridure theſe IP JUFLES,O7 hope fo; any proſperity 
f long as be 1:7 YRS t bat j3e Th nd ed how he could be ſo 
famil: ! fo un oft & to bis mn Overbury ; - that 
1: 7+,01t htm he cont do noting 4s 11 were making him 
his richt band, ſeeing he being ucwiy grow” into the 
Kings 7 HE; and _ 49 wholl, npr: his ereatneſs, 
mut expet 10 be cleward if not ;nined, wh: his /er - 
vai that i 1w his feerets ſhould come to prefer ment 

The Viſcount , apt enough of bis own ificiination to 
revenge, being thus turther exaſperated by the 
Counteſs, they j joyntiy refoive upon his death, and 
ſoon a fit opportunity came to their hands. 'He be- 
ing by king James (and as It is thought by the Vil- 
counts C unſcl) nominated tobe fent Embaſlador 
:o the Emperor of Kujſuz, was by the ſaid Viſcount, 
whom

whom he eſpecially ttuſted, perſuaded to decline the 
employment,as no better than an honourable Grave; 
Better lic ſome days in the 7 ower,thaii more months 
in a worſe Prilon ; a Ship by Sea, and a barbarous 
cold Country by Land. You are now (laid he) 17 
credit at home, and have made try. of the dang s of 
travel, why then ſhould you hazard ll upon uncertat- 
ties, being already in poſjcſfion of that you Ca pr ob.bly 
expect by theſe nicans ; promiling him,that within a 
ſmall time he would ſo work with the King,that he 
ſhould have a good of opinion him. But he (tairh 
Dr. Fallcr) who willingly goes into a Priſon out of 
hope to come ealily out of it, may ſtay therein fo 
long till he be too late convinced of his error. 

And now having him in the place where they 
would, their next jludy to tecure their revenge, 

was cloſely co make him away 3 waich they $ ,nctu- 
ded to be by poyſon. To this end, they contult 
with one Mrs. 7r-er (the firlt inventer of that 
horrid Garb of yellow Ruffs and Cuffs, and in 
which Garb ſhe was after hanged) ſhe having ac- 
quaintance with oric Famcs Fra, kw, a man Skilled 
tor that purpoſe, agreed with him to provide that. 
which ſhould not kill preſently, but cauie one to 
languiſh away by degrees, a little and a little. Sir 
Gervas Telus, Lieutenant of the Tower, being 
drawn into the Confpiracy, admits one H/eor, Mrs. 
Turners man, who under pretence of waiting upon 
Sir Thomas, was to act the erg id Tragedy. The 
Plot thus continued, Fr.zbtin buyes certain Poy- 
{ons, viz. Sofater, white Arfemck, Mercury ſabli- 
mate, Cantharides, red Meronry, with three or four 
other deadly Ingredients, which he deitvered, ro 
Weſton, withinſtructions how to uſe them. We{for, 
(an apt Scholar in the Devil's School) TAs 
H 4 ti: = 
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them in his Broth and Meat,increafing or dininiſh- 
ing their ſtrength according as he faw him afletted. 
Belides theſe, poyſoi'd Farts & Jellies are ſent him 
by the Viſcount. Nay, they poyfoncd his very Salt, 
Sauce, Meat and Drink but being, of a very ſtrong 

Conſtitution, he held out ſtill : Ar laſt they cftect- 
ed their work by a poy ſoned Clyiter which they ad- 
miniſted unto him , fo thar the next day he died 
thercoſ; and becau!t there were {ome Blilters and 
ugly Botches on his 1:ody, the Confpirators gave 
It out he died of the Frerch Pox. 

Thus by the Malice of a Woman this worthy 
knmght was murdered, who yet {till lives in that 
witty Poem of his, entituled, a Wefe ;, as is well 
expreſled by theſe Verics under his Picture. 


A nmn's beſt Fortune, or his worſt's a Wife : 
Yet I that knew no Marriage, Peace, nor Strite, 


Live by : a good One, by a bad one loſt my Lite. 


But God, who ſeldom ſuficrs M urcicr to £0 on- 
revenged, revealed the ſame; for notwithitand- 
ing what the Conſpirators had given cur, Suſpiti- 
ons grew high that Sir Thomas was poyſoned : 
Whercupon j ©ton 1s examined by the Lord Cook, 
who at firſt ſtifly denied the ſame ; but being per- 
iwaded by the Biſhop of London, he teils all: How 
Mrs. 1 urns and the Counteſs came acquainted ; 
what relation ſhe had ro Whches, Sorc ETers and 
Conjurers z and diſcovers all thoie who nad any 
hand in it : whereupon they were all apprehended 
ſome ſent ro the Tower, others to Newgate, Ha- 
ving thus confeſſed, being convicted according to 
courſe of Lav, he was hanged at Thburn.; after 
him Mrs. Turn ; after her Frozklin, then Sir Ger-

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vas Yelvis, upon their ſeveral Arraignments, were 
found guilty, and executed. Some of them died 
very pcnitent: The Earl and his Counteſs wer 
both condemned, but through the King's gracious 
Pardon had their Lives ſaved, but were never ad- 
mitted to the Favour of the Court. 


We ſhall conclude all with this his Epitaph writ- 
ten by himſelf.

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However, an the eſteem of the more curious of 
thele times,his Works ſeem to be antiquated,eſpe- 
cially this of his Pely-Clb:on, becauſe of the old- 
faſhion d kind of Verſe thereof,which ſeems fome- 
what to diminiſh that reſpeCt which was formerly 
pard to the Subje&t, although indeed both pleaſanr 
and el1borate, wherein he took a great deal both 
of itudy and pains ; and thereupon thought worthy 
to be commented upon. by that once walking Li- 
brary of our Nation, Mr. Joh» Selden : His Barons 
{Lars are done to the Life, equal tofiny ofSthat 
Subject. His ER; Heroical Epiſtles generally 
liked and received, entituling him unto the appel- 
lation of the Engliſh Ovid. His Legends of Robert 
Duke of Normandy. Matilda, Pierce Gaveſton, and 
Thomas C romwel, all of them done to the Life. His 
Idea expreſles much Fancy and Poetry. And to ſuch 
as love that Poetry, that of Nymphs and Shepheras, 
his Nympials, and other things of that nature, 
cannot be unpleaſant. 

To conclude, He was a Poet of a pious temper, 
his Conſcience having always the command of his 
Fancy ; very temperate in his Lite, flow of ſpeech, 
and inoffenſive in company. He changed his Law- 
rel for a Crown of Glory, A 1631. and was bu- 
ried in We$tminſter- Abbey, near the South-door, by 
thoſe two eminent Poets, Geoffry Chaucer and Ed- 
mond Spencer, with this Epitaph made (as it is ſaid) 
by Mr. Benjamin Fohnſon,

Mr. SAMUEL DANIEL. 


| R. Daniel was born nigh to the Town of 
Taunton in Semer ſerſhire ; his Father was a 


_-Maſter of Muſick, and his harmonious Mind (faith 


Dr. Fuller) made an imprethion in his Son's Geni- 
us, who proved to be one of the Darlings of the 
Muſes, a moſt excellent Poet , whoſe Wings of 
Fancy diſplayed the Flags of higheſt Invention : 
Carrying in his Chriſt:an and Sirname the Names of 
two holy Prophets ; which, as they. were Monitors 
to him, for avoyding Scurrility, ſo he qualified his 
Raptures to ſuch a ſtrain,as therein he abhorred all 
Debauchery and Prophaneneſs. Nor 
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Nor was he only one of the inſpired Train of 
Phabus, bur alſo a moſt judicious Hiltorian, wit- 
neſs his Lives of our Engliſh Kings ſince the 
Conquelt, until King Edward the Third, where- 
in he hath the hzppinels to reconcile brevity with 
clearneis, qualities of great diſtance in other 
Authors ; and had he continued fo thele times, no 
doubt it had been a Work incomparable: Of 
which his Undertaking , Dr. Heylzz in the Pre- 
face to his Coſmography, gives this Character, 
ſpeaking of the chieteſt Hiſtorians of this Nation ; 
And to end the Bed-roll ( ſays he ) bf the Story of 
this Realm done by Mr. Daniel, of which 1 beleve 
that which humlelf ſaith of it in his EpiStle to the 
Reader, that there was never bronoht together more of 
the Main. Which Work is lince commendably 
continued (but not with equal quickneſs and judg- 
ment) by Mr. Trufſcl. 

As for his Poems fo univerſally received, rhe 
firſttin eſteem 1s, that Heroical ore of the Civil 
\Vars between the two Houſes of York and Lan- 
cater ; of which the elaborate Mr. Speed, in his 
Reign of Richard the Second, thus writes: The 
Seeds -({aith he) of thoſe fearful Calamities, . a flou- 
riſhing Writer of our Age ({peaking of Mr. Daniel) 
willing nearly to have imitated Lucan, 4s he 15 indeed 
called our Engliſh Lucan, doth wot unfortunately ex- 
preſs,tho* he might rather have ſaid he wept them,than 
ſung them ; but indeed joto ſing them, 15 to weep them.

And bloody Factions of a mighty Land, 
Whoſe people haughty, proud with foreign

Belides his Drametick Pieces ; %s his Tragedy of - 
Phnitorus and Cleopatra ; Hypienas Triumph, and the 
Queens Arcadia, a Paſtoral; being all ,of them 
of iuch worth, that they were well accept- 
ed by the choiceſt Judyments of thoſe Times, 
and do yct remain in good eſteem, as by their of- 
ten Impreſſions may appear. 

This our Poet's deſerts preferr'd him to be a Ser- 
vant in ordinary to Queen Arre,the moit iiluſtrious 
wife of King James I. who allowed him a fair Sala- _ 
ry, ſuch as enabled him to keep a hzrdſom Garden- 
houſe in Old-ſtreer nigh Londen, where he would 
commonly lic obſcure ſometimes two Months to- 
Bnet; 
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gether, the better to enjoy that great Felicity hc 
aimed at, by enjoying the company of the es, 
and then would appear in publick, to recreate him- 
ſelf, and converle with his Friends ; of whom thc 
moſt endeared were the Learned Dottor Cowel, 
and Judicious Mr. Cambacn. 

And now being weary of the Troubles of the 
Ciry and Court, heretired into the Country, and 
turn'd Husbandman, Renting a Farm or. Grange 
in Wiltſhire, nigh the Devizes; not ſo much, as 
it is thought, for the hope of gains, as to enjoy 
the retiredneſs of a Country Life : How he thri- 
ved upon it, I cannot inform my ſelf, much leſs 
my Readers, although no queſtion pleaſing him- 
ſeif therein, he attained to that Riches he ſought 
tor, viz. Quiet and Contentedneſs ; which whoſo 
enjoys, reapeth the benefit of his labours. He left 
no Iſſue behind him but thoſe of his Brain, though 
living a good ſpace of time with Juſtia his wite: 
For his Eſtate, he had neither a Bank of Wealth, 
nor Lank of Want ; but living in a competent 
contented condition, and died (as it is conjectu- 
red, about the latter end of King James I. 


GEORGE CHAPMAN 


Eorge Chapman was one in his time much fa- 

med for the Fluency of his Muſe; .gaining 

a great repute for his Tranſlation of Homer and 
Heſiod, which in thoſe times paſſed as Works done 
vzithout compare ; and indeed conſidering he was 
one of the firſt who brake. the Ice in the T ranllati- 


on of ſuch learned Authors, reading the higheſt

conception of their Raptares into 2 neat polite 
Engliſh, as SAVE the true meaning of what they 
intended, and rendred it a ſtyle *acceptab le tothe 
Reader ; conſidering, I Jay, what Age.he lived in, 
it was very well worthy praile ; though fince the 
Tranſlation of Homer is very far out- done by Mr. 
Ozilvy. He allo continued "that excelent Poem of 
Hero and Leander, bc :gun by Chriſtopher Marlow, 
and added very much to the Stage in thoſe times 
by his Dramatick Writings ; as his Blind Beg gar 
of Alexandria, All Fods, the Centeman Uſher, Hu- 
morous Days Miri, May Day , Mounſteur D'0- 
I've, Fa/'ward ho, Two wiſe men, and all the ret 
Fule.

Theſe his Plays were above the vulgar capacity, 
(which are onely tickled with down-right obſce- 
nity) and took uot fo well at the firſt ftroke,asat the 
rebound, when behcld the ſecond time, yea,they will 
endure reading, and that with due coymendatinon, 
ſo long as either ingenuity or learning are faſhion 
able in our Nation. Andalthough all his Plays may 
endure the teſt, yet in three of his Comedies, name- 
ly, The Fox, Althym:i$t, and Silent Woman, he ma; 
be. compared in the judgment of the learned men,

Poet to admiration.

Lawyer, Loyal Subjeft, Laws of Caidy, Lovers 
Progreſs, Loves Cure, Loves Pilyrimage, Mad Lover, 
Aaid in the Mill, Monſieur | homas, Nice Yalowr, 
Night-Walker, Propheteſs, Pilgrim, Philaſter, Queen 
of Corinth, Rule a Wife and bave a Wife, Spaniſh 
Curate, Sca-Voyage, Scornful Lady, Womans Prize, 
Women pleaſed, V Vife for a Month, VVit at ſeveral 
weapons, and a VFVinters Tale, Alſo fix Tragedies; 
Bonduca, the Bloody Brother, Falſe One, the Maids

of High Treaſon, till the Miſtake ſoon appearing, 
that the Plot was only againſt a Dramatick and 
Scenical King, all wound off in Merrimenr.
